the wicked and bloudy hand of 1ohw Bartram : Bur

ing circumſtances that feli not out ; ſomeknowing 
neitaer the number nor the truth of them ; ſome 
negleting to divulgethe particulars ; and ſome mi- 
Atcuting errourinthe report, arc rather hlled wich 
won !12rar the ation then with hatred of it. You 
{1,411 neereby ina ſhort period; hauethe corne win- 
noiwed trom the chafle, and real! truth brought you 
without either mixture or addition of fancy or tall- 
hood : being drawn? from them char beſt knew is, 
and had bit cauſe to vnderſtand it : wherein you 
{hall ſce, how negtected ſparkes lurking in a cor- 
rupt heart, will ſoone breake into flames of mil- 
chizfe. 

One / eenard Chamberlin, about ſeuen yerres paſt 
dying without iſſue, and without Will, there was 
obtained for Anne Chamberlin, then an infant, hrs 
brothers daughter, by the praiſe and labourof 
Sir Phillip Seudamore, an adminiſtration of Leonards 
goods : This Anze was neither priutetoit, nor had 
profit by it ; but by this meanes the perlonall eſtate 
of Leonard fell into the fingers of Sir Phillip, who 
whin hee had lifted the eſtate thoroughly, ſhifted 
bimſelfe out of the kingdome, and being ill afteted 
to the Religion here, pretended to gaine thelibertie 
of an cuill conſcience beyond the Seas, where hee

Tokn Bartram having married thehalfe ſiſter of 
Leonard, in the behalfe of his wife obtaines a repeale 
ofthe Adminiſtration granted tq Anne, and hadit 


committed to his witeas of right it ought. 
When he had thus gotten the Adminiſtration, he 


and his wife complaine in Chancery againſt Ame 
Chamberiin,chat ſhe might diſcouer the true eſtate of 
Leonard the Imeftateand haue the ſame by order of 
that Court ſet ouer to them. 

Hereupon Axe maketh her anſwere vpon her 
Oath, butis able to diſcouer no particulars of the 
eftate, neither in debts nor otherwiſe, for nothing 
cameto her hands, but all was latcht in the hands of 
Sir Phillip Srudamore in pretence of herright, as 
Adminiſtratrix.But Bartrem deſcending to proofes 
inthis ſute , had the preciſe teſtimony of two wit- 
neſles, that there was due to Leonard '-himberlins c- 
ſtate from one Harri vpon all bonds ; accompts 
reckonings and ſpecialties 200. pound. | 

The Cauſe comming to hearing, the Lord Chaw- 
eelor in his Honorable Iuſtice minding that Bartram 
ſhould haue from Anne Chamberlis ſo much of Les

1 | When Bariramiaw hoe had caught the pray hee 
| ncuer hunted, and had the two hundred pound in 
tis purſe, as due vpona particular band, which was 
neither canfeſſed by the party , nor proued by the 
witneſſes; that this Sexz might die, in his crafty co- 
uetoutnelle her would nor t00 eagerly {oilow the 
Chaſe; bur (] vpon this many moneths before. 
he ſets his otra in this ſui againe. - _ 
A yecreafter heerenues his cry , and moucs the 
Cort : That becauſe it ſtood proved that vpon di- 
ucrs accomprs, bunds, reckogings, ang ſpecialtics, 
| there was dnetrom Jars 10 Leenaathe Lneltate.. 
the ſummeof two hundred pound ; therefore deli- 
red,that «Same the defendant (at this time married to 
Sir George Symons) might bring thoſeimo the Court 
to bed&iuered to him and bus wite: which was gran- -, 
ted by the Lord Chaxcritar accordingly. 409 4 ay... 
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certaine giuen for performance thereof. 

When Bartram ſaw the day paſt, and the Order 
not performed, hee eagerly 1a forth vpon the de 
fendant Annes contempr,the ordinary proces of the 
Court, till it came to proclamation of Rebellion : 
Andthough hee might haue ſeene himſelfechecke 
by the hand of God,in taking her to reſt, who lived 
a reſtleſſe life, by his diſquieting her in — doth 
henort deſiſt, but ſeeing hercloſed vp in theearth, 
hunts her husband Sir George Symons till hee brings 
him to the bay , and then layes hold on him as for a 
contempt, in not bringing in his wife while ſhee li- 
ued , the Law ſuppoling enery wife ameſnable at 
the will ofher husband, and by order of the Court 
in the Tuſtice of ir,gets him committed to rhe fleete, 
where he hath remained in the nature of a priſener, 
from Hillary termelaft, till the laſt day of this Mi- 
chaelmas Terme. 

Now Sir George Symons finding himſclfe thus 0- 
nerlayed by his aduerſary Bartram , and that his 
hawkes eye watcht now to make him his prey : pe- 
ntioneth to the Lord Channcellor, and humbly by 
way of motion alfo defireth , tharthe whole pro- 
ceedinps in thecauſe may be reniewed;the confeſh- 
on of the defendant Awe vpon heroath while ſhee 
kued may be conſidered , and the proofes compa- 
red, to fee if any particular bond of two hundred 
ponnd, or-if any double ſaoune of twohundred 
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pound were proued ; inforcing , that Bartram had 
already in his purle as much as any way was wat- 
ranted by proote. 

The Lord Chawncellor ſomewhat compalltonate 
herein, and as in all cales, ſo eſpecially being tender 
_ torcltrainethe ſubiect of his libcrtie, vnlcllc hee in- 
curre ſome manifeft contempt, was pleaſed herevps 
on to referre the lame to Sir /ohn T yudalt, and Ma- 
fter Doctor Amye, two auncient Maſters of the 
Court, that they {hould cerrihe ro hum the whole 
merits of thecaulſe , yet kept himſclte euen inthe 
courle of Iuſtice, not enlarging Sir George Symons, 
vpon this ſuggeſtion, but allowing his liberty vpon 
Reconulanceto appeare from day to day. 

Hereupon Bartram according to the courſe of 
the Court, exhibited Interrogatories to Sir George. 
Symons,touching the contempt by him & his wife z 
v-ho vpon examination was found to be priuy,and 
acquainted with the proceſle that went forth a- 
gainſt his wife , and thereby was in truth in a con=« - 
tempt for not bringing her into Cowrt : Buthee 
would notexamine Sir George whether bee had any 
bils,accompts,reckonings, bonds,or ſpecialties, due 
or belonging to Legnerd Chamber linseftate, which 
when the two Maſters of the Court perceiued,they 
asked him, why hee did not examine Sur George v 
pon that point : and hee anſwered, it was necdlefle, 
for hethought io his conſcience 2 and was perſwa- 
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ded vir George had none of them. Yet you ſee with 
what viole: - 2 he both takes him , holds him, and 
keepes him. 

Now when Sir [ohs Tynaall, and Maſter Do- 
Aor Any, had exatly with great paines, and with 
eften ſearch ſought our , and found the true me- 
rits ofthis cauſe, they returned their report into the 
Court the fourth day of this preſent Nouember, in 
theſe words. 

That vpon due perufall and conſideration both 
of dnſocre Confilied and proofes, in the Caule they 
did find, there was but one two hundred pound in 
all due : But that vpon the _ purſuit o——, 
Sir George Symons had ſuffered long impriſonment ; 
Andrthey thought it time he were releaſed , which 
notwithſtanding they referred to the better iudge- 
ment of the Court. 

In which report you may notethree things. 

Firſt that the matter of it was 1nſt. 

Secondly that it had no bitterneſſeinit, more 
then well became Indges, who ought nor to be in- 

ſencible when they find the Court had beene made 
an inftrumentof any mans cauſcleſſe ſuffering. 
Thirdly, that it was not concluding or perem p- 
tory-, but left the matter to theiudgement of the 
Court. 

When this report was returned into Court,there 

was nothing ſuddenly done vpon it , but day was 
B 2 gruen 
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giucn to Bartram vntill Tueſday the twelfth of this 


Moneth, to ſhew cauſe, why Sir Geor-- ſhould nor 


be enlarged,and himſelte diſmiſſed our of Court. 
Now when Bartram law this bitte pur into his 

mouth, whereby his couctous delire was bridled, 
and his imaginary hopes loſt, which was to haue a- 
nothertwo hundred pound , to which hee hadno 
colour of right ; his heart begins to [well : And {ec- 
ing thisiuſt reportasa ſhield to defend Sir George 
Symons from his purſuit, hee turnes his fury another 
way, andcafts his reſolution of Reucnge vpon Sir 
Tobn Tyndall,yhoſe perſon while be liucd was,

ration in theplace he held:

; Yer neither his ape, nor his panes, nor his inno- 
CCcncy, nor his integritie, could bee = arguments 
for Bartrawmtoſparchim, or any buckler againſt his 
bloudy violence. 

\Wherein you ſhall ſee what fpurres the dinell 

ſets to his heeles to baſten him to hell. 

: He before coucted but money, or bonds from Sir 
George Symons ;now that ſparke is quenched, a grea- 
ter Same ariſcth : nothing now will quench kis 

thirſt 
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thirſt, but the bloud of Sir John Tyndadl: Seenow 

the ſteps he ſeekes to tread, and you ſhall perceiue 
thisaRjon of his had, 

1 Con” aration. 

2 Wicked relulution., 

3 Helliſh execution. 

1 Heſtrips himſelfe of his eſtate, and theeight 
day of this moneth hee makes a voluntary deedof 
gift of all his goods, to one Maſter Drake, with 
whom hee confeſſed hee had no acquaintance, 
When this deede came to ſealing, hee would 
haue had the Scrinener dated the ſame, as if it had 
beene made in /uly before, which he did of cra'tto 
defraud his Maiefty of the forteitnre of his goods, 
he knew would follow vpon the villany of his fat: 
burtno importunitie cauld winne the Scriuener to 
thar diſhoneſty. 

2 Being thus turned naked, hee now clad himſelfe 
oncly with malice, and opportunity to renenge:and 
the tenth day which was Sunday, there is a noyſc 
of bloud ſounding in his head, and then as hee con- 
feſſed before the HonourableIudges of the Kings - 
Bench, hereſolued to kill Sir /abn T rndall, as if hee 
ſhould murmur to himſelfc; Sir 70hn hath bercauct - 
me of my vniuſt hopes, therefore hee ſhall diean 
vniuſt death, | - 

3 Bccing ſctled in this mad reſolution to ſhedde 
bloud, onthcelcucnthof this moneth, theengine - 
; D 4 ; of 
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| of death muſt be thought of. And chat muſt be, : 
1 Notalſword : fer his old withercd band could 


not wel'd it. 
2 Not adagger : for he could not be ſare ofhis 


ayme, and by that hee might perhaps ſtab him, bur 


not kill him. 
3 Burt a Piſtoll muſt bee the executioner, And 


why? firſt, it is caſte to handle: ſecondly, it is ſhot 
off before it be ſecae: thirdly,it eeares the body,and 
carries the lite away wirk 1t. 

The intrumentot death being thus thought of, 
he (ſcoureth his Piſtol, laycs his bailers ready, whick 
as hee laid, had Iyen ruiting by him fixe yearcs be- 
forc, and now malt de icoured to aR this rragedy. 

Onthetwelfth of this Monerh, beeing cne day 
when Bartram by his Coan(ell thould ſhew cauſe 
to the Court why Sir Georgeſhould not be enlarged, 
an1 himſelfe diſmill:, hee retained n2 other cu n+ 
ſellerchen che D 2uill, whoas you may fcare by the 
ſeq ell, (lcauing ſecret things to God) had the Fee 
 keegerleckest >rathe foulcot Bartram for the coune 
ſcll giacn him, 

Now thisday, firit hee b:ſtirces him earcly to 
ſceke our Maſter Drake, to whom hoe hid giuen his 
g 39ds, carrics his deede with him, carries by a Por- 
ecrfter him, his beſt 20 vac and bt cloxke,comes 
to M iſtee Drakes hoaſe, deligers him nv deed and 
che goods brought by them (as he laid) pur himin 
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ofleſſion of all the reſt. This done, hee toyes nog, 
6 haftes againe to Weſtminſter, whete miſſing 
his opportunity to worke his renenge,abour cleucn 
of the clocke the ſame day, hce betakes him to a 
Skuller vpon the Thames,and ia the way berweene 
Weſtminſter and the Temple, he ſhootes of his Pi- 
Roll (as he ſaid) roſcoure it, having onely powder 
in it, which no fooncr went off, bur hee charged ir 
againe with double bullet, andclolcly carryiny it 
by his (idc, landed at che Temple ftajres, went vp to 
Lincolns Inne, awaitcd at the gate the alighting of 
Sir John Tynadll from his Coach, met him going ro- 
ward his Chamber, affronts him, complaines his 
backe was broken by his Reporr, yet (as hee ſaidec) 
moucd Sir /ohx che matter might bee put to Com- 
premiſe, to which the Knight, nothing ſuſpeRing 
che traine laide for him , an{wered onely (as Bar- 
tram confeſſed) iVhat a Compremiſe now ? 

Herecupon , as Sir John was entering Into his 
Chamber,this man poſſeft with a murdrous Deutl, 
taking that anſwer of Sir /ohnasa ſcorne, dilchar- 
ged his Piſtoll vpon him, not beforc him , bur be- 
hinde him, ſhot him through, ſo as inftantly he fell 

downc, and witha groane only epded his life. 
Cempany ſoone came in, bur Sir 7ohw T indalls 
man {tricken imo a maze, was not able at firſt eyrht 
with his hand to lay huld on the offender, or by his 
ſpeech to diſcouer bim : for Bertggms had caſt mo 
We. | * - "_ 
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Piſtol! from him, yct he hafted not away bur ſtood 
ſtill, no ſtrannger comming in ſulpecting him, his 
bouary haires carricd ſo grauea ſhew. | 

But afcera little paulc, Sir /oh5ns man gaining his 
ſpirits azainc, and Bartram lecing hee could net bee 
hid, rcucaled himſelfe, and withall tabd himlſelfe 
wich a pocket dagger, but the vigilant eye of Sir 
Peter Hayman inſtantly raking hold of his arme, lo 
duilcd the frroake, as tt. at the hurt was not great, 
which-chis wretch percciving , with his left arme 
drew fortha knife, (having preparcdallo a double 
weapon of death for himlelte) and offered again to 
deſtroy him(ſclte, but was likewiſe prevented. 

Now alas Sir, you ce there was in tructh no 
words of progocationin the'anſwer of Sir 70hn, aud 
whoknew his countenance muſt lay, it was ener 
mildc and plealing, not lofty nor ſower. But malice 
that carries a man out of himſclfe, makes cucry ob- 
ze ſceme vglye, and euery word lound harlh,more 
ſpeedily to thruſt on revenge, Howbeit inthe aQie 
on it ſelfe, you may obſcrue many things which 
might hane made Bartrem hatefull ro himſelfe, and 
which will ill keep him living as a Monſter of men, 
and as a ſcorne to poſterity, For you lee, 

1 The ground of his Malice was vniult:ftirred vp 
by a iuft report, as hath beenc ſhewed before, 

2 If offence had beene intheReport,hee ſhould 
not haue beene his owne Neneart buck ſought 
RE 5. = -- 
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redreſſe at a higher hand : the Lord Chancellor be- 
ing never deate to any iuft compialnr. | 

3 He wreakes his Malice before the Report did 
hurc him: for ic was not thendecreed. 

4 Fourthly, he did it ſuddenly and vnluſpeRed, 
vnder a (hew of treaty aud conference. 

5 Hedidittrecheroully aud cruelly,diſcharging 
it behind tus backe. 

6 Agcallaultcd age, which is not vſuall, cachof 
therm being 7 5.yecres old at lealt. 

7 Obſeruethe place: It wasin an Honorableand 
ciuill ſociety, where euery man there, thinkes him- 
ſelfe within his Caftell. 

8 It was done not with a ſingle, but with a deu- 
ble buller ; as if hee had thought his fleſh to haue 
becne of ſteele; oras it his malice meant not onely 
to murder him, but to mangle him. 

9 Inthis deſperate fury, his malice turned her 
edge vpon himſlelfe,and he ſought to haue beene his 
owne Butcher, but that his Maſter the Diuell (wercy 


wot Interwentent) reſerued him as forthe place of 1#- 


da,lo torthe end of nudes to be his owne hangman. 
Io Whichis moſtremarkeable herein, he made 

a ducllum and affaultnot onely vpon a juſt man, 
burcuen.vpon 1s/ticert ſelfe, which the Dinel could 
not vaunt of in many Ages before, and which is ve 
ry fearefull in example : For all the Judges of the 
ind,:yca, all the Noble Counſellors of State ,- if 
Os 46 they 
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they conſult but with their owne humane weake- 
nel{e, may in feare, of that man values moſt, which 
is his life, let fall and vnlooſetheir courage in doing 
Juſtice, leaſt he thatthinkes himſelfe wrongd, pre- 
pare thelike Repalt for them, which 8ariraw heere 
did tor Sir 1obn Tyndall. 

Howbeit 1 hope ſuch feares ſhall vantſh, for 
ſure God who is the preſerucr of men, will not ſuſ- 
fer Iuſtice which 1s the bond of mans ſocietie to bee 
broken, but though by this execrable Attion one. 
linke bee fallen, yer the chaine is whole , and hee 
will till increaſeit both in ſtrength and beantie. 

Apaine, forbeare to cenſure the manner of Sir 
Tobn T yn 1als death : ſpeed of death is not alway a 
Iudgement, nor the ſuddenneſle of it ſuſpicious, 
where it findes a man in the way of Righteouſnes : 
but arguesanger, when it takes a man in an a&t of 
ſinne. 

Sir 1ohn Tywdail , was at this time walking in his 
Calling appointed by God; and Bvrtram in his Cal- 
ng appointed by the Diuell. Heere what Sels- 
wor ayes, and it will both ſtay your heart, and ſer 
ftrait your iudgement, Ecclef. 7. 17. T berewainff 
wan thes periſheth in hicinſlice , and theres @ wicked 
wan that continucth loug in his malice : And though 
his reckoning be not yet, yet ſtripes and plagues do 
wait vpon tus account. 

Tow (ee and may pealwade your {elfe, that Sir 
Io lobn 
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Jobs, paying that debt toGod, which was due to 
Nature, and being by a malicious hand offered vp 
as a ſacrifice, both for his [uſtice, and in his Tuflice, 
had the Anpels his attendants to carry him to hea- 
uen, for there is rcft to the children of God. And 
as for Bartram, (though it be ſafeſt to leaue thus tudge- 
mentto God) yer if thetree be tudged by the fruit, 
it being both corruptand rotten, we nay ſay it was 
neere to burning. 

Burt I will returneto Bartreamliuing : This dete- 
table murther was preſently ſpread abroad ; and 
atthe firft it was as ftrangely voyced as committed: 
For fame taking holde no doubt of the obſtinate 
carriage of Bartram without remorle ; and interpre- 
ting the Induration of his heart to proceed from 
ſome great Iniuſtice done him by Sir /ob#s Tyndall: 
blazed itabroad as if hee had beene but a kinde of 
ſcourge of God vpon an vnrightcous Tudge : and 
that though he was not to bee Tuftified in the FaF, 
yet he was to be pitticd in his wrong : So as that Spi- 
rit, which was firſt a ſpirit of Malice in the heart of 
Bartram, turnd it ſelfe into the ſpirit of Errour in 
the mouthes of men. | 

Bur the firſt thing that was done in proceeding 2- 
gainſt chis fonle Murder, was,that the Iudges of the 
Kings Bench rooke examination of the fat : And 
being doubtfull chat his hurts were dangeron<,and 
dclirous that an examplar Iuftice fhonld not by ac- 
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cident be preuented,, 24uc order he ſhould be ſpee- 
dily indiced and arraigned. Maiſtcr Atturney Gene- 
rall allo hauinga care that a canſe of (o great conle- 
quence that might aſwell ſtrike feare into the beſt 


| Judges, as torewarne the corrupt ( nay might con- 


ccracany man that hath in any place or office bur 
che power. to diſcontent, ſothat no man can te] who 
fhall ſufter,and who (hall Jooke 0n)ſhovld nor paſſe 
in any obſcure and ordinary manner, fent for Mai- 
ſter Sollicitor,and dcelired him that he would be pro- 
uided ro make ſome declaration, ſuch as the cauſe 
required for the honour of Juſtice, and fora note of 
diftintion betweene ſo rare acaule and ordinaric 
matters of the Crowne. 

Maiſter Att#racy conceiving at that time that the 
fat beivg ſo notorious and confeſſed vpon exami- 
nition! Bartram would not haue pleaded wot Gavliie: 


bur ir fell ſo our, thathee confeſſed not the Indite- 


ment bur pleaded ns? Gwltie : whereupon the Iurie 
bcing not then ready atthe Batre, further day was 
giucn for his trial 

In the meane time, his Maicſty hearing of this 
ftrange accident (as his manneris) was de(trous to 
penetrate into the roote and Center of this mans 
malice and fac: and in his Princely wiſedome,con- 
ſidering thatthis cruell murther muſt cither ſpring 


-from the inſtigation of others, or from Barirems 


bimſclfe. Andþttrom Bartram, it muſt proceed ci-

of Sir JoHN TyNpaL ki 


ther from an inueterate habite of a deſperate and 
wicked life : or for ſome vnlufferable wrong that 
Sir lohu Tyxdall had done him, ſignihed his ple - 
ſure by the Lord Chamberlin vnto Maſter .17- 
turxey ; That there ſhould be ſome ſtay of the pu b- 
like proceeding, vntill Bartram were farther exami- 
med, and dire&ted the Examingtion to bee vpon 
chree heads : Firſt, touching the Incitation : Second- 
ſy, touching Bertraws courſe of life and Religion : 
and laftly rouching the Iuftnes or Iniquity of Sir 
Tobn T yndals report. 

' Whereupon Maſter Attarney calling Maſter 
Follicitor to aſſiſt him,took the examination, where- 
of I ſend you acoppy, hauing obtained leaue of his 
Honor fo to doe. | 

In which examination it plainely appeares, that 
the Diuell needed no Broker, but wrought imme- 
diatly ypon the malice of the man,whoſe courſe and 
conuerfation of life was alwayes diſordered , and 
not without touch of Pepi(h Religion; though it ſee- 
methto be true that hee was a kind of Church-wat- 
kerin Weſtminſter, and camediuers times to heare 
either the ſeruice ar the muſicke. 

- Buttor Sir 70kn Tyndall;he doth ſufhciently cleer 
him from bribery , either from being corrupted by 
his aduerſary,ortempted by himſelfe,and inthe me- 
tits of the cauſe hee bag ſcarce a word in his mouth 


to.impeach the report (as you may well perceine, if 
you 
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you compare his examination with the former rela- 
tion of this bulinefle ) in ſo much as both at that 
time heedid confeſle, that it was ene of the fouleſt 
murders that euer was committed. 

And after hee ſaid to his vnder keeper, that the 
Kings Counſell ( who had vſed him with much

Foron the ſeauentecenth day of this moneth, be- 
ing Sa#44yin the morning,this tan teoke occaſion 
to ſend away his keeper to fetch hum a Bible for his

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comfort, requiring that it might beea latine Bible, 
and with a Concordance ( thinking belikethat ſuch 
2 Bible was not ſo calieto be had) bur there being 
one found inthe houſe, and his keeper bringing tr 
ſooner then he expeRed, hee ſent him apaine toran 
Engliſb Bible, and that alſo being quickely returned 
vnto him, he ſaid he was not ſariſhed with the tran- 
{lation,and delired another TI rani{lation,which hee 
chuught was harder to get : and the betterto winne 
cime, told his keeper likewaſc that his ſtomacke was 
empty,and therefore deſired him to bring with him 
allo he Ale,with atoſte:and in the meane time by 
a rope that he had gotten tied vnto a Tenter hooke, 
that was faſtened þ @- the window to hang a har 
on, hee hanged himſelfe, his legges almoſt trayling 
on the ground. The continuance of which deſpe- 
ratereſolution to makeaway himſelte , the reaſon: 
may bee gathered vpouſome ſpeech he let fall ar ſe- 
ucrall times as I haucheard , that hee would bee 
ſorry to bee hanged in chaines :. (o that hee thar 
had no ſence of preſecruing his lifeand ſoule, yet 
had apprehenſion and care of his ſenceleſſe Car- 
cal.” | 9 | | 
And lo you hauc here an end of this Trazeate, not 
preſuming togiue any iwdgement, either of the fy- 
rious pafſions of thele times, or of the dangers of 
Authoritic, or of the errors of Rumor, nor to make- 
any interpretation of rhe fac, or the circumſtances. 
there= 
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thereof, but by this plaine declaration which I here 
ſend you, lcaue the ( ro your medigations, who 
I am (ure defircs to know the truth herein, and who 
haue more leaſore and will cnter into them more 


ſincerely (perhaps) then we do here in London.
